Mrs. J. Apnaut of Victoria 
West Made Journey in 
Basket on Horse in 1861 


When British Columbia opeus 
its niaifnificeut new highway 
along the. Fraser River Canyon 
this year, the event will recall 
vivid memories to a little com¬ 
pany of men who traveled the 
old Curiboo Wagon Road over 
the same ground in the great 
Cariboo gold msh of the sixties. 
But none of them can look hack 
to adventures like those which ftlled 
the* earliest years of Mrs. J. Apnaut, 
of Victoria West, the first child to 
accompany the original army of 
gold-seekers to Barkervitie. Before* 
she was a year old Mr*. Aynaut was 
carried over the old trnil in a ba*mft 
atop the hack of a pack pony, before 
the Iloyal Engineer* had built their 
famous wagon road and when only a 
narrow puck trail clung to the sides 
of the Fraser Canyon. 

In the year 1M1, when tnles of 
Cariboo gold began to thrill the 
world. Mrs. Apnaut* father, a well- 
known Victoria businessman, decided 
to go to Rarkcrville and open a gpfl 
there to cater to the large popula¬ 
tion which was swarming into the 
• entre of the gold rush. He took his 
wife nnd their tiny bahy with him. 

Over tfie perilous trail which lead 
from f>>rt laingley eastward they 
went. This was before Vancouver 
was dreamed of and when Victoria 
was a small settlement Many weeks 
were spent In the journey along the 
Fraser River up through the Cariboo 
country to Que^nel and then east¬ 
ward through the mountains t<> Bar¬ 
ker vl Me -how long Mrs. Apnaut 
does not know All this Journey*Was 
made on horseback before wagons 
eeuU travel to the gold fields, and 
the little baby girl was carried all 
the way In her tiasket behind her 
mother, who rode. 

After a few years In Barkerville 
the family moved to the coast again 
nnd this time they came out by 
wagon, for In the interval the Iloyal 
Engineer* had built the Cariboo 
Wagon Road, ore of the most re¬ 
markable engineering achievements 
that America had seen Up to that" 
time. In eurlou* contrast to Mrs 
Apnaut s travels luxurious automo¬ 
biles from ail over Canada and the 
United States will speed along the 
Fraser Canyon this year by the new 
road which has been built on the 
foundations of the old.

WEEKLY STOCK MARKET 
REVIEW

Developments during the current week 
affecting security prices have been of 
a mixed character, but mainly of a 
nature to restrict fresh commitments 
on the constructive side of the market. 
Those bearlshly inclined have made re¬ 
peated efforts to force the industrial 
share* below the Dow-Jones average 
of 1.35.20 established on March 30. but 
have been frustrated at every attempt 
by roncentmted buying when the price 
level neared thnt figure 
Particular pressure was exerted on 
Wednesday when it was announced Ujat 
a small-sired run on Cuban banks had 
necessitated the forwarding of some 
1 9100,000.000 from New York hanks to 
restore confidence, which ^withdrawals 
resulted In call money advancing to 
f.% per rent.

The Institu¬ 
tions affected by the rush to withdraw 
deposits were known to be among the 
strongest in the world and the effect 
upon the flnunclal communities was 
unnotlcenble.

$376,000,000 against Imports of $445.- 
•00.000. This falling off of eiports 
largely was the result of decreased 
nuantlty and lower prices of cotton.

CALGARY OIL NEWS 

Afteq some delay In lowering the 
* %-Inch casing, the McLeod No. 2 drill 
In Turner Volley Is again pounding 
through the Iron-like calcareous shales 
down toward the top of the limestone, 
The Calgary Herald aays. 

Illustrating the intense hardness of 
the calcareous shale*. In twenty-four 
hours of steady drilling the crew had 
made exactly a foot and a half of hole 
up to noon Tueeday, when the drill waa 
down 3,391 feet. In that progress. It 
waa necessary to change the bit eight 
different times to sharpen It. 

Three Intensely hard streaks In the 
calcareous shale* occur as the bit get* 
down toward the bottom of the shales. 

On the Uoyallte No. 4 ilio of the 
anticline, about a half-mile due north 
of McI*eod No. 2, there were found 
approximately 600 feet of the cal- 
rareous shales, and the Royaltte 4 bit 
went 310 feet Into the limestone when 
the well blew In. The comparative 
loga indicate the McLeod will have 
to go | $7 feet deeper, or a total depth 
of 1,907. 

This would Indicate that the Mc- 
Leod 3 Is now down 394 feet into the 
calcareous shales, and still has 51$ 
feet of drilling to bring even with ths 
Royaltte 4 bottom leva! There is al¬ 
ways ths possibility, of course, that 
the strata may thin out a little, or, on 
the contrary, thicken up a bit, but so 
far the l<«g correlates fairly eloaely 
with the Koyallte No. 4. Being far¬ 
ther down the weal side of the struc¬ 
ture. the drillers are anticipating more 
oil and less gas than the Royollts 4. 
and i>oaaibly a straight oil wall. 

Pounding steadily ahead, night and 
day. the crew at the Vulcan well, a half- 
mile northwest of Royaltte No. K. sre 
steadily but slowly piercing that cal- 
cureoua shales In the Turner Valley 
field, and Monday night ware down 
4.490 feet. The drillers reported no 
change In ths hard texture of the for¬ 
mation and are not troubling to hall 
out the oil In the bole struck at higher 
level* as the wed Is standing up fkno 
i in drilling open hole.

€t must be truthfully stated that 
human progress had been based upon 
the annihilation of distance. Most 
of our great inventions have been 
made on this premise. Though there 
Is little in common between the tele¬ 
phone and the automobile, they are 
both medium* of rapid communica¬ 
tion and—unlike the railway train, 
steamship or telegraph — may be 
handled by the ordinary person of 
no technical training, and without I 
expert assistance. 

Hence the automobile and the tele-1 
phone have become two adjuncts of; 
our everyday life. Were the business 
man confronted with the necessity 
of giving up one or the other he might 
have to think long and seriously be¬ 
fore deciding which could most eas¬ 
ily be spared. It is probable ho would 
cling to his* telephone. The average 
person, however, would be likely to 
choose his motor car. for It makes 
a telephone unnecessary in many 
cases, and a pay station or the phone 
of an accommodating neighbor, la 
usually available. 

TELEPHONE’S BIQ START 

The race for popularity between 
the motor car and the telephone 
started with the commercial produc¬ 
tion of the automobile early la the 
century. The first comparative fig¬ 
ures show that In 1802, according to 
the United States cennus bureau 
there were 2.371.000 telephones in 
■use. At the same time the United 
States bureau of public roads re¬ 
ported the registration of 29,765 au¬ 
tomobiles. as compared with ap¬ 
proximately 5.000 in 1900. 

Flvo years later. In 1907, the pro- i 

K rtlon had changed but slightly— 
00,000 telephones and 143,000 cars. 
In 1813 there were nearly 1,000,000 
oars, and the telephone users had in¬ 
creased to nearly 8.000,000. Still a 
great gulf; a race in which the tele¬ 
phone was better than an eight-to- 
one favorite. 

By that time the self-starter had 
been introduced and its influence was 
rapidly felt. In 1917 there were 
had passed the 6,000.000 mark. In 
11.700,000 telephones and the cars 
1822 the difference was only 2 , 000 . 000 . 
It was neck and neck at the end of 
1923. and last year the automobile 
Jumped Into first place and now 
leads by a considerable margin. It 
is not likely that this lead will ever 
be overcome.

SUGGESTIONS FOR 

SAVING OF RUBBER 

. (Continued from ga ga U) 

5. Tread cuts—Sharp stones and 
pieces of glssn, tin or the sharp edges 
of a switch point will cut Into the 
toughest kind of Ure tread. Lx>ok 
your tires over and fill them with 
plastic patching rubber which you 
may gel from any tire dealer. 

6. Side wall wear—Scraping a tire 
against curbs when turning a corner 
or when parking or careless driving 
over froxen, rutty roads sometimes 
will wear the rubber off the side wall 
and expose the fabric carcass. Water 
and dirt then enter' and rapid des¬ 
truction of the tire results. Such 
side wall injuries on your tire ought 
to be repaired promptly by an expe¬ 
rienced vulcanixer. 

7. Rim trouble—Take a careful look 
to see that your rims may not be 
causing you the loss of some service 
from your tires. Make sure that they 
are true so the tire runs without a 
wobble. See that the flanges are not 
bent or badly rusted, which might 
cause them to chafe ths side of the 
tire. 

8 . Tube care—the destruction of a 
tube often Is started when it is being 
applied, through Its being pinched 
under the Ure tool or under the head 
of the tire. A little care Is all that 
Is needed to avoid pinching. In 
straight side tires the flap should be 
carefully and smoothly applied. A 
wrinkle will cut ths tube, causing a 
slow leak. The lock nut on the valve 
stem should be tlghUy screwed down, 
as should the valve cup. Keep your 
spare tubes where they will not be 
chafed or Injured by grease or oiL

Several Changes Made in 
Courses For 1926-27 Year 

The calendar of the University of 
British Columbia for the session 
1926-27 hoe Just been Issued, and is 
now being distributed to ths students 
and ths members of ths various ad¬ 
ministrative bodies of the university. 

Since the publication of ths previ¬ 
ous calendar the teacher training 
course, formerly attached to the de¬ 
partment of philosophy, has been 
I constituted a department of educa¬ 
tion in the faculty of arts and 
science. 

] The academic year 1924-37 opens 
September 28 and closes May 12. This 
academic year or session Is divided 
into two terms. The first begins an 
Tuesday. September 28. 1926, and the 
second on Monday. January 10,1937. 

For the session of 1926-27 ths uni¬ 
versity offers Instruction In ths four 
years of each of the three faculties, 
arts and science, applied science (In¬ 
cluding nursing), and agriculture, 
leading to the degrees of bachelor of 
arts, bachelor of applied science and 
bachelor of science In agriculture. It 
Is also possible to proceed to a 
master's degree In each faculty. Ad¬ 
vanced courses of instruction and 
facllltlss for research are offered to 
students who are graduates of any 
university or college of recognised 
standing. Admission to theqe ad¬ 
vanced courses, or to the privilege* 
of research, docs not In Itself Imply 
admission to candidacy for a higher 
degree. . 

No candidate under eighteen yqsrs 
of age will be admitted to ths uni¬ 
versity without complete Junior 
matriculation, and no candidate over 
eighteen years of age who has defi¬ 
cient matriculation standing will be 
admitted without the special per¬ 
mission of the faculty concerned. 

No student may enter a higher 
year with supplemental examination < 
still outstanding In respect of more 
than three units of the preceding 
year, nor with any supplemental ex¬ 
amination outstanding in respect of 
the work of an earlier year or of 
matriculation, unless special permis¬ 
sion to do so Is granted by faculty. 
Such permission will be granted only 
when facility is satisfied that the 
failure to remove the outstanding 
supplemental, examinations had an 
adequate cause.

A good battery if properly treated will last for years. The battery 
manufacturers all issue instruction books covering the care of their 
batteries, but few owners appear to give them more than a passing 
glance. The battery requires so little care and attention that some 
drivers think that it will operate without any care at alL Many 
drivers boast that they have never toochcd the battery for months and 
it ia still going ail right A battery will stand a lot of abuse and will 
continue to give service for a long time, until at last the water gets to 
low that it has to give op the struggle, and by this time the battery 
is seriously damaged. 

The parts of the plates that are covered by distilled water only are 
being charged. All charging systems are designed to keep a battery 
charged that has all parts of the plates covered. If the water falU 
very low so that only a port ion’of the plates are covered, it means that 
the parts covered are receiving an excessive charge, and a battery 
used in this way for any length of time will be ruined by sulphation 
or at least its useful life will be considerably shortened, 
and gives you a check on whether your generator is charging it prow- 
erly When fully charged the hydrometer should read between 1,280 
and 1J00. If any of tho cells show s reading of 1,250 or less you 
should have s battery man give it a charge.

Watch the battery terminals to scetlUt they are not sulphated badly. 

If they are, remove and scrape clean, then spiear with vaseline and 
tighten firmly. If the terminals are sulphated it sets up a high re¬ 
sistance joint that may^prevent enough current getting to the starter 
to operate it properly. 

Keep yonr eye on the ammeter, for it is the guard of your electrical 
system. When the lights are all off and the engine is stopped, the

age of current which' should be immediately attended to. This may 
be a short circuit in one of ibe lighting wires or a sticking generator 
rut out. 

Do not, oa any account, use any dope in your battery. There are a 
number of these that are supposed to be guaranteed to bring old 
'batgwteivfeack io life, but awrw^atiofl generaify xb'VRv.lhem up a* 
simply strong sulphuric aad solutions, that act on the battery in the 
same way that dope acts on the human system. 

If you have a large number of short runs and are continually using 
the starter, it is a good idea to have the service station adjust your 
generator to give the battery a slightly higher than normal cham.

Members of the-. Stapley commit¬ 
tee believed many ncctdepU were 
roused by the parking of cars at 
night along main thoroughfares. If 
the present bill becomes law per¬ 
sons who want to “spoon" in auto¬ 
mobiles, will have to park their-ma¬ 
chines In the side roads. 

One of the Important provisions 
would eliminate chauffeur's licensee.

Chauffeurs, In the future, would have 
only to obtain on operator's license.

In an effort further to check the 
stealing of automobiles, the com¬ 
missioner, deputy, each county in¬ 
spector and deputy Inspector would 
be vested with the power of peace 
officers so they could make arrests 
for such thefts. 

Last year many complaints were 
received by motor vehicle authori¬ 
ties that front and rear license 
plates were not easily readable be¬ 
cause of obstruction on the machine. 
The bill provides that these plates 
must not be obstructed In any way

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MEET EUROPE’S RICHEST MAN AND UNSEEN RULER 



Sir Basil Zaharoff, Man of Mystery, Makes War and Peace, and Amasses a Huge Fortune; Only One 

Woman Ever Able to Charm Him; He Owns Monte Carlo, But Never Gambles 


has always rharaetemzcil him. 
he has never given an interview, 
never made a speech, never been 
quoted in print. 

Zaharoff's mother died before 
he rose tq wealth, and he has al¬ 
ways regretted that he could 
never surround her with the 
luxury he now commands. On 
his desk there is always a small 
miniature painting of her. and in 
his drawer there is a small fan 
and a little card ease she car¬ 
ried. 

It was his mother’s memory 
that made him such a champion 
of the Greek nationalists for the 
past fifteen years; During the 
Balkan war he gave the Greek 
Government fully ♦‘J.oOO.OOO a 
year. He spent a fortune help¬ 
ing Venizelos ascend to power 
and dethroning King Constan¬ 
tine. After the World War, 
when Greece attacked Turkey, 
lie’ induced l.lovd George—so it 
is said to keep Britain in a 
hands-off policy. Then, when 
the crash came, he contributed 
a million or so to relief funds for 
the stricken Greeks. 

He has alwlays been liberal 
with his money. He has never 
been in an airplane; but he has 
endowed chairs of aviation, in 
the Universities of Paris. Petro- 
grad and Oxford. He once gave 
half a mittitm francs, on the 
spur of the moment, to reha¬ 
bilitate the Paris znolngioal 
gardens. 

His eccentricities arc interest¬ 
ing. 11c will not ride in an au¬ 
tomobile, traveling uround Paris 
instead in u coach drawn by 
three horses. 11c abhors type¬ 
writers and has his secretaries 
write his letters in long hand, 
while he signs his name in a 
different colored ink. 

He never buys art treasures, 
as most millionaires do. When 
stopping at an exclusive hotel. 


Zaharoff went on up rapidly. 
He enlarged his interest in 
Vickers until he beeame one of 
its chief owners. He acquired 
shares in British and French 
hanks. He even held a large in¬ 
terest in the famous German ar¬ 
mament firm—Jvrupps. 

SOLD TO BOTH SIDES 

During the Balkan war he 
made hay with a vengeance, 
selling munitions to both sides 
and reinvesting his profits 
where they would do the most 
: good. At the same time he're¬ 
membered that his mother had 
been a Greek—and Greeee got 
♦2,500,000 a year from him 
throughout the war. 

When the World War came 
he was, perforce, on the side of 
the allies. Whether he was 
moved by sentiment or by a keen 
business instinct seems a moot 
question, but at all events he 
beeame one of the strongest for¬ 
ces for victory in the whole al¬ 
lied camp. He pulled wires, ad¬ 
vanced money, intrigued and 
schemed to help defeat Germany 
—and all the while he sold mu¬ 
nitions and his hanks loaned 
money to the fighting nations.

Forty Elephants.’’ who terrorized the West End of London for 
some time hare been rounded up and their operations halted as 
the result of a drive against them by Scotland Yard. 

I’raetieally every large West End establishment has been raided 
at some time or other by the Elephant*, and .the police estimate 
that their hauls of coats, jewelry and lingerie have been to the 
value of more than $150,000. 

"Diamond Alice" and "Babyfaced 
Maggie." w«*r«* »h*» leaders of the 

gang. the membrn of which they di¬ 
rected and commanded with remark¬ 
able courage and resource. 
“CAMORRA" ENDED 
The real name* of the two women, 
whose l»and of forty ha* racsed Foot- 
land Yard more anxiety and more 
activity than any women In tho 
country, are Alice IiiAmond. aged 
twenty-eight, and Maggie Hughes, 
uged twenty-seven. 

When, following a vendetta In 
which they and some of their com¬ 
panion* took part, a father and son 
being wounded, they were sent to 
gaol at the Old Bailey. It was the end 
of the London "Camorra."

Invariably they had taxicabs wait¬ 
ing outside, and they drove straight 
away with their t»ooty to their re¬ 
ceivers. the property that they stole 
l>elng seldom In their p«>sse**lon 
longer thnn an hour, ixive that whtrh 
they altered and wore themselves. • 
Maggie Hughes was seen while she 
whs on hall by some Scotland .Yard 
officers.

During the year 1925 the Insti¬ 
tute In dlv^s ways, by means of 
lea* und sales uf cooking, card 
parties and other methods by which 
money can be raised In country dis¬ 
tricts, raised a total of $42« 

Out of this sum two donations, 
amounting to $193.50, were given to 
the Queen Alexandra Solarium for 
Crippled Children. $50 whs donated 
to the Duncan Health Centre, und 
$70 was allocated to local peed* 

COMMUNITY IMPROVEMENTS 

Among some of the many benefits 
accruing to the community through 
the Interest of this body of public-

T HE day when the automotive In¬ 
dustry will have to depend on 
some fuel other than gasoline 
has been moved forward many, many 
years by recant developments in petro¬ 
leum production. 

Udder the methods employed at 
present experts estimate that from 1(1 
to 20 per cent, of the oil in a well la 
obtained This condition exist* because 
nature ha* been depended upon en¬ 
tirely to raise the oil to the surface. 
A certain amount of natural gaa under 
considerable pressure exists in all oil 
deposits and it ia this pressure that 
provides the power to lift the petro¬ 
leum to the surface of the earth where 
It can be run Into tanka or other con¬ 
tainers. When due to the working of 
the well, the pressure of tho natural 
gas drops below that required to lift 
the oil to the surface, the flow of pe¬ 
troleum stops and In the past tbs 
well has been abandoned with 90 or 
more per cent, of the oil still In th* 
ground. 

Two methods of recovering a larger 
percentage of the oil in the well ar* 
now in commercial operation. One In¬ 
volves th* us* of compressed air and 
the other water to bring the petroleum 
to the surface after the natural flow 
has ceased. Results attained indicate 
a doubling or a tripling of tha out¬ 
put that was heretofore possible. The 
two processes have been thoroughly 
tested and are now being applied ex¬ 
tensively to previously abandoned 
wells. 

The effect of these advances made 
by the petroleum Industry la obvious. 
Previously abandoned weJIs may be 
expected to produce at least as much 
oil as they have yielded already by 
natural methods and our reserves have 
been doubled or tripled, aa’ the new 
process may. of course, be applied to 
fields that have not been worked as 
yet. 

There la no reason for worrying 
about the exhaustion of our petroleum 
reeervee In the near future. *
